That the Laurier-Liberal party 
is the party for the people and 
that their main p|ea is for letting 
the people rule as against the 
autocratic, methods of Premier 
Borden and his so-called Union 
government, was the keynote of 
the big liberal meeting held ir 
support of Mr. Jesse Gouge, the 
Laurier-liberal, on Monday night 
The I. 0. 0. F. hall was filled to 
capacity and the gathering list 
ened with attention to the speak¬ 
ers, Mr. McKenna of Lcmond, J. 
E. Varley, Calgary, and the can¬ 
didate. Mr. Jesse Gouge. Mr.E. 
J. Charters,' president of the loc¬ 
al liberal organization/ was in 
the chair. 

Mr. McKtnn , the first speak¬ 
er, reviewed ihe political situ- 


vention, 

one word in support of Borden 
at any of his meetings. Mr. 
Gouge also sppke of Messrs. 
Crerar and CaVelJ and said: 
“Can you believe tl\at the inter¬ 
ests of Canada can best be serv¬ 
ed by men who hold uhfse opin 
ons of one another?. If you

greatly developed". Mr. Gouge 
prophesied that in a year's ti*ne 
;hese men woulo be pulling one 
igainst f)ie (ther. The worst 
:ondemnaticn of the pit sent 
Union government was that it is 
autocratic and not democratic. 
They passed the ‘despicable 
franchise Act in an attempt to 
reinstate themselves in power 
regardless of the per pie, they 
had selected candidates # -for the 
people to vote for tuid then ex¬ 
pected the voters to do as they 
were told. The people should 
■select their own candidates, 
otherwise the franchise was 
useless. Much was said by the 
Unionist about democracy and 
of how the ,war was being 
fought for it. bnt there were 
principles of democracy i3 Cana¬ 
da to he fought for and he was 
more interested in democracy 
in : Canada than in any other 
part of the world. 

Mf. Gouge arraigned against 
the distribution of titles and 
leaving some women off the 
voters lists. It takes some 
nerve to talk about democratic 
principles after that" said Mr. 
Gouge. 

Mr. Gouge spoke against the 
patron&ge system and said it 
was a disgrace. In Great Brit¬ 
ain and France'it had been done 
away with at the outbreak of 
the war, but in Canada it was 
still going on, and as supDort of 
this statement he said that all 
•the profiteers were wc rking for 


The 1.0 O.F. hall was well fill¬ 
ed on Friday evening to hear the 
first speeches of the election in 
Vulcan, the Unionists holding a 
meeting in support of the Un¬ 
ionist candidate, Mr. II. H. Ilal- 
'aday, the Hon. C. R. Mitchell 
provincial treasurer was the 
other speaker. G. M. WhicTie} 
occupied the chair. 

In introducing the speakers 
the chairman referred to the 
great issue before the electors as 
being that of’conscription. As 
much had been said on the ques¬ 
tion a restatement of the attitude 
of the Union government was 
essential. Mr. Halladay, the Un¬ 
ionist candidate for the Bow 
River constituency, would lie the 
first spesker and he would ex¬ 
press nis views on this and 
other matters. 

Mr. Halladay, who was given 
a good reception opened his re¬ 
marks by'congratulating himself 
on having to speak to’ a mixed 
audience. Ladies were today in¬ 
terested in Federal atfairs and 
next election all women woujd 
have the vote. That was one of 
tils objects if returned to Ottawa. 
Mr. Halladay referred to his 
nomination as Ur\joiiist candidate 
and said doubtless~a number of 
people were asking the question: 
“I wonder what he was before" 
He staled that he was at heart a 
liberal.

patronage system Mr. Halladay 
said that heretofore persons had 
to belong to the government, ot¬ 
herwise, they could not get any 
business, and he gave instances 
of the working of this pernicious 
system.

If there 
is a shortage anywhere, men,wo¬ 
men and money-should be placed 
where they can do the most 
good.’’-" Agaii.st this the oppos- 
tion favoured a plebescite. In 
1014 everybody v\as in favour of 
going to war and now that the 
soldiers needed help, support 
must be given to them. ‘Let the 
people rule’ was the slogan of 
-the Lainlerites, “but who are 
the people, Quebec or us?"

on what he called the blunders 
of Borden administration. The 
tory party, he said, had always 
been the party of interests and 
was today; Canada ruled by i 
clique of men, a sort of family 
compact, Liberalism on the 
other hand, stood for the com¬ 
mon people. Prosperity and wise 
administration ha<) marked 
Laurier’s tei m qf office in 1896 
until 1911 when he went out of 
office by a combination pf cir¬ 
cumstances, 

. Dwelling on conscription the 
speaker, said that it was not 
Laurier’s fault tnat Quebec had 
failed to do its fair share, the 
blame rested with Borden and 
his clique. Borden had gone to 
power in 1911 and had preached 
‘No truck with the Yankees’ to 
the east and ‘No participation in 
war’ to Quebec, and now we are 
reaping the fruits of that, Com¬ 
ing to the present the speaker 
asked what had the Union gov¬ 
ernment done to win the war, 
and said that while the soldiers 
had been getting $1.10 a day, „J^ 
W. Flavelle had got five millions 
and Allison one million of the 
^people’s money. He referred to 
the various army contract scan¬ 
dals in support of his argument 
and said that on the other hand 
there was no single blot on the 
public or private life of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. 

Mr. Varley ’* speech was open¬ 
ed by the statement that the 
greatness of the present-day 
issues demanded consideration 
and the support of Laurier. He 
raked over the Union govern¬ 
ment and went^into the dealings 
of Hen. A. L. Sifton and his 
brother Clifford Sifton with a 
view to exposing the manner in 
which these men had. managed 
affairs to suit themselves. He 
,*■ spoke about the stifling of the 
*■ press which had been induced 
to support the Union govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Gouge perfaced his re¬ 
marks by saying that he was not 
a professional politician but an 
ordinary business man and farm¬ 
er, in support of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. He did not believe in 
Union Government lor many 
reasons,one of which was that it 
did not seem to unite anything 
worth while. He believed in a 
real union, but did not believe 
that the present Union govern¬ 
ment tended to unite the people 
of Canada. Instead, it had cre¬ 
ated dissention although it was

The tragedy carries to the minds of all of 
us something of the stupendous inevitability oi 
war, it has brought the country face to face 
with the realization of death and destruction. 
In the space of a few minutes one of our most 
beautiful cities has been turned into a heap of 
burning debris and its inhabitants plunged into 
all the horrors of death and destruction. 

Whatever our thoughts in connection with 
this tragedy may be, and however much we 
may try to align it with our theories and beliefs 
we must realize that there is a distinct call to 
our humanity and sympathy. We should help 
as much as ever possible to alleviate the suffer¬ 
ing and loss which our countrymen have sus¬ 
tained. We in this faf western country are 
immune from these catastrophes but we should 
not be immune from the wave of sympathy 
which has spread over Canada. Much has 
doubtless been done but, much more remains to ( 
be done, and our share, little as it can be,should 
nevertheless be forthcoming. Some local fund 
probably through tfte organization of the recent 
Victory Loan campaign, will be opened and 
when it is, our response should be in keeping

A convenient and simple form 
(to heip tell whether the flock is 
paying or not) has been worked 
out by the Poultry Division; Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. 

This form, which may be hung 
up in the poultry house or the 
kitchen, provides space for mark¬ 
ing down each day, the number 
of eggs laid. It also indicates 
space for recording the number 
of eggs and poultry sold or eat¬ 
en, also space to note the feed 
bought or taken from the farm, 
and columns for entering cash 1 
receipts, expenditures and bal¬ 
ances.-— • 

The form is a convenientplace 
to keep your poultry account 
each month, and may be had on 
application to the Poultry bivi¬ 
sion, Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
free of cost, providing a dupli¬ 
cate copy is sent to the Poultry 
Division eadh month.

W HETHER you are doing work on a large scale, or a small 
scale, you endeavor to reduce the delays of your farm 
machinery to a minimum and save time.

In regard to the objection to 
Union government because Bor¬ 
den was at the head -chit, M r. Mit¬ 
chell said that made no differen¬ 
ce. the policy was directed by the 
men in the government and not 
by the head.

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over iff years old, who was at the 
coniinenctnieiit of the present war, and 
lias since, continued to lie, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person st Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certaiu conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land in 
each of three years. 

In certahi'ffiatricts a homeste ader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section 
ure-einption. Price Hi,00 per sePr 
Duties— Reside six months in each of 
t-hrae yesr* after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent knd cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain nre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead pateut on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if liecsnm-tsecnrea pre eruption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside *ix«Uit)iithy in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acres and erect a house worth 
$800 OIL 

Holders of entries' may count time of 
employment a* farm laliourera in Canada 
during 1917. as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion I*nds are advertised 
or posted for entry, retnrned soldiers who 
have serred overseas mid havebce-u hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri. 
ority in pp ving for entry atlooal Agents 
Office (I rt lot Siib-Agency). Discharge 
papers i as lie presented to Agent.
